The dinners Interview Hlr John Relative 
to Mining Machinery Being Placed 
•n the Free List. 



(From OurOwn Correspondent). 

Ottawa, Dec. 2.— Tlio minister of 
customs to-day received a letter from 
Mr. Robt. Wurd, president of the Brit- 
ish Columbia board of trade, at Vic- 
toria, relative to coasting regulations. 
While declining to express an opinion 
upon it. the Colonist correspondent 
gathered that the minister was favor- 
ably impressed with the; friendly terms 
of the letter. 

Col. Prior, M. P., has forwarded the 
minister copies of the Couinist of the 
ii-tth Nov., relative to Capt. Irving's 
statement that the United .States gov- 
ernment allows Canadian vessels to de- 
liver bonded American goods from Van- 
couver at one port of entry in tho 
United States. Hon. Mr. Howell said 
he was not aware that such a privilege 
was granted; but Oil the contrary , it was 
positively refused some time ago in con- 
nection with certain freight carried by the 
Canadian Pacific. He recommended 
the Colonist to look upon Sec- 
retary Manning's instructions and then 
say if the recent Departmental Order 
had gone beyond what the Hoard de- 
sired. Pending further investigation, 
the Minister instructed Inspector Young 
to prevent, as far as possible, any 
serious interference with the trade. 

The Cannery Delegation interviewed 
tho Premier to-day, and urged that 
mining machinery he allowed to enter 
duty free. Sir John said it would first 
lie necessary to specify tho kind of 
machinery to be brought in, as by a 
strained interpretation of the present 
law even a tenpcilliy nail could he class- 
ed as mining machinery. 

Hon. Mr. Tapper lunched with the 
delegates to-day, and all went to Mon- 
treal in the afternoon.

CITY SEWERAGE. 

" Be sure you're right, then go ahead." 

To Til k Editor: — The question as to 
the best sanita.y plan to bo adopted for 
the city of Victoria, is one which should 
engage the attention of every resident, 
not only as to the first and greatest 
consideration— health — but also to the 
cost and the best moans of providing 
for the completion of the most modern 
and approved drainage system. A pub- 
lic meeting was called by the Mayor Oil 
Saturday evening for the purpose of 
discussing the question, or, rather, of 
hearing the opinions of some of the lead- 
ing citizens on the plan submitted by 
Mr. Pickering. The issue of such a 
meeting, one would naturally expect, 
would be the adoption or rejection of a 
resolution submittted by the council 
after mat me deliberation. To the sur- 
prise of many who expected some infor- 
mation on the subject, nothing was sub- 
mitted to the meeting in a cotisiso and 
business form giving details, and a clear 
insight into tho cost of the Pickering 
plan; but, on the contrary, a strong 
difference of opinion was unmistakably 
evinced by souk; of the council in re- 
gard to the adaptibility of tbo "com- 
bined system" to modern times. The 
importance of such a necessary under- 
taking as a complete system of sewer- 
age, should have rendered on the 
part of our City Council a different 
exhibition of their qualifications for city 
representatives. Their deliberations on 
such a momentous question should have 
been formulated in committee and in- 
telligently submitted at the meeting, in- 
stead of haggling over tritlea and in- 
dulging in personalities, terminating in 
a manner neither pleasant to themselves 
nor enjoyable to the audience. It is 
true that the meeting was enlightened 
by the Mayor, that $040,000 would be 
required. This is indeed satisfactory to 
know, although mainly in the abstract. 
Required for whut ! Is it for the full 
and complete carrying out of the plan 
submitted by Mr. Pickering, or is this 
the estimate required to do a portion in 
order to get the city pledged ami blindly 
committed, without knowing whether 
the sum ashed for will, or will not he 
sufficient to complete tho whole work'; 
On other civic work we have hail esti- 
mated figures given foi which the rate- 
payers were asked, and voted the means 
of supply, which ware subsequently 
found to la; cptite inadequate. Such 
being the case, wo must look upon these 
things called "estimates" with caution, 
and take a lesson of the past hap hazard 
calculations, which, either through some 
oversight, error or misdirected applica- 
tion of the funds, important works had 
to lie in a hali'-linishcii state, or a fur- 
ther call made upon the citizens 

to endorse a -by-law authorizing 
a supplementary loan for their com- 
pletion. Let "the council — apart 
from any individual pressure which may 
be brought to bear by parlies directly 
interested in any plan first, consider 
the advisability of its adoption and the 
entire cost before obligating the city to 
its acceptance; second, have prepared 
from reliable sources a detailed exhibit 
of the bills of quantities am! necessary 
plant requirod, together with a tabulat- 
ed statement of cost tulldod lit the 

works; third, exhaust the best means to 
ascertain the cost of excavation. With 
such data as t hese, the total estimated 
cost of the whole work could be fairly 
if not closely approximated: bul in the 
absence of this necessary information in 
works of magnitude, any fixed sum must 
In: a conjecture liable to mislead, anil 
based upon the credulity of the people fol- 
ks endorsement. The route of the propos- 
ed works having been ilclipcd, would it, not 
be more business-like to bore along t he 
line at intervals of, say, 200 feet to as-

We all 
know that the water works have cost 
more than double the sum we were told 
was sufficient, and the probability is 
that sewerage will cost more than 
double what we are now asked to bor- 
row on our property, or even more than 
that, as the contemplated work only 
takes in from James Hay bridge to Dis- 
covery street and up to Cook street. 
That is to say, the people living over 
James I lay, Work Estate, Spring Ridge 
and beyond Cook street, are to have 
their propel ty inortgaged^and will have 
to pay taxes for fifty years and yet not 
get sewerage. There is nothing fair 
about this.

How ltr.ivc Men Sfct Their Death While a 
Spoil Bound Throng Watched

.'•..'i.nnkac.us. Dec. 1. ■ -Fire destroyed 
tho Tribune building pnSaturday night, 
and twenty-five lives were aacrifioed 
owing to insufficient moans of escape tor 
the inmates of tho building. 

The building wa- in eights I iry one. 
The Tribune editorial force was on the 
seventh door and their composing rooms 
above it. On thcao two floors there 
were nearly a hundred persons employ- 
ed when the fire broke out. Access to 
the building is by way of an elevator, 
around which a narrow and dark 
stairway wound. At night this stair- 
way is the only means of ingress or 
egress. The building might bo called a 
veritable lire trap, and danger to those 
located thcro lias been often commented 
upon. 

The lire broke out on the third floor 
and soon the upper floors were cut oil' 
from the street. The building was on a 
corner and the adjoining buildings were 
only one story in height, so no means of 
escape were afforded in that direction. 

A general alarm was turned in and 
the engines in the city responded to tbo 
call. The imprisoned inmates gathered 
in the windows on the south end, and 
shrieked wildly and despairingly for 
aid. "Hurry the ladders, for Cod's 
sake," was shrieked with all tho power 
and vehemence of nion in anguish. A 
vast crowd from the opposite side, see- 
ing the lire wreak its work, shouted 
words of encouragement to the firemen 
in their strenuous endeavors to hurry 
them up.

THE SEWERAGE BY-LAW. 

To Tin: EDITOR, The meeting called 
by the opponents of the by-law on Satur- 
day night was sliuily attended, and, to 
judge by Alderman Couglihui's conduct, 
ixtremely unsatisfactory to the afore- 
laid opponents, This probably pre- 
iages the passage of the by-law, as 
ivorybody wants sewerage, and it is the 
only feasible plan offered US. 

The facts are these: Wc have no 
sewerage, and as we have no sewerage 
engineer of high talent among us, bar- 
ring Dr. Milne, our City Fathers, like 
the sensible people they arc, get a plan 
submitted by the best man they know 
of in England. This plan was to have 
cist a smaller sum than $650,000, he- 
cause this Englishman did not take in- 
to account the higher cost of explosives, 
drills and skilled labor out here, to what 
these cost in England, consequently 
when these mistakes in their estimates 
were pointed out, Messrs. Pickering it 

Croinpton, rather than hurt their 
reputation as engineers, preferred to 
lose the job by asking what the work 
was worth, than to make a false tender. 

This firm stand too high to make a 
bad failure here, for such a thing when 
known would prevent their getting any 
more of such work. That their com- 
bined system must be tho best for Vic- 
toria, 1 believe, because the biggest city 
in Canada, Montreal, ten times larger 
than Victoria, has the combined system 
of BOWOrngJ. I don't profess to he a 
sanitary u'or a sewerage engineer, but I 
want to have sewerage here. 1 think 
our city fathers have acted wisely in 
getting the best English estimates and 
plans, and in having COIIlUlisjioiiers lo 
Wlitsll that there Lc no jobbery, audi 
hope the vast majority of my fellow- 
citizens will vote for public improve- 
ments, vote lor sewerage, vote for this 
by-law. The lives of our people are 
at slake. ( Inly t he doctors and under- 
takers can profit, by our having no sow- 
urn gc. This is the only plan offered us;

This, at least, 
should count one for those who advocate 
the separata plan of sewerage as being 

the more healthful of the two plans of 
drainage now so much discussed.

pparently lost his senses, and 
a revolver from his pocket, 
placed it to his head and fired, falling 
backward into the Barnes. \V. H. Hav- 
ner and W. H. Williams, the latter 
foreman of the composing room, were 
taken off just in timo to escape the 
cloud of flames that swept the window 
in which they were standing.

Three 
of them were badly hurt and tho other 
two killed. 

The Tribune building was a five-year- 
old brick structure, and was valued at 
8300,000. The loss will probably reach 
$1,000,000; insurance not ascertained. 

UK PREFERRED DEATH BY TIIK PISTOL. 

Two men who could not bo identified 
were seen to shoot themselves before tho 
flames reached them, and to-day tho 
body of a man caught in the ruins is in 
plain view from Ninth street. It is be- 
lieved that the number of victims will 
reach twenty, and perhaps twenty-five, 
but until the ilebris cools off positive 
information cannot be obtained. The 
last man of the editorial stall' to leavo 
thu building was Managing Editor 
Williams. He was badly burned about 
the head and hands. 

The building has been considered 
dangerous for some time, its loose con- 
struction permitting the heavy machin- 
ery to jar the whole building. There 
was but one lire escape, and il was at 
the end of tho building where the lire 
raged the fiercest. The single stairway 
was spiral, narrow and dark, and 
wound around the elevator shaft. Three 
years ago the inadequate tire protection 
of the building was a considerably agi- 
tated matter, being taken up by the 
trades and labor assemblies and carried 
finally to the city officials, an attempt 
being made to have the building prop- 
erly protected or condemned, but noth- 
ing came of it. 

HOW ONE BRAVE LIFE WENT opt. 

One of the most pathetic incidents 
was the attempt of James lgoe to es- 
cape. He had got ele ir of the build- 
ing and was gradually working his way 
along the wires to safety, while the 
crowd below anxiously watched his 
brave attempt to save his wife and four 
little ones their breadwinner. Hut his 
strength failed, and a groan went up 
from the crowd as ho was seen to slip 
and fall to the roof of a bollorhouse, re- 
ceiving fatal injuries. He was lifted gen- 
tly anil carried to a drugstore, but died 
iu a few moments, breathing a last word 
of loving care for his family.

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THE SEWER BYE-LAW. 



The ratepayers of the city are re- 
quired to-day to vote on the bye-law 
empowering the Corporation to raise by- 
loan $650,000 for the construction of a 
system of sewers. The sum is a large 
one, but it is not to be expected that 
the city can be effectively chained for 
less money. The Corporation, however, 
are under no obligation to spend nil the 
money. The work will, of course, be 
put up to tender, and the competition 
will be keen enough to insure its 
being done at the lowest figure possible. 

It will be for the citizens to elect men 
to the next Council in whom they have 
confidence — honest men and men of 
business, who will take such measures 
as will make it certain that the work 
wi.'l not be scamped, and that the citi- 
zens will have the worth of their 
money. This is a matter in which very 
much lies with the ratepayers them- 
selves. It is of the utmost importance 
that the sewers be honestly constructed. 
But this will not bo done unless the 
contractors are well looked after. Their 
work is covered almost as soon as it is 
finished. It will not be open to tli 
inspection of the public, even 
if the public Were competent 
pass an intelligent opinion upon 
it. Everything, therefore, depen 
upon the competency and the honesty of 
those entrusted with the superinteni 
ence of the work, and the vigilance and 
intelligence of the Corporation. It wil 
be their business to see that tho materi 
als are tho best of their kind and that 
tho workmanship is perfect. Unless 
the ratepayers are careful to put good 
men and true on the Hoard of Aldermen 
they need not expect the sewers to be 
well constructed- no mailer what sys 
tern is decided upon. 

There is a good deal of wild and un 
necessary talk about sewer systems 
There is not one man in a thousand who 
ia competent to give an intellgent 
opinion as to which is the best system. 
This is a matter on which those inter- 
ested must depend on the authority of 
skilled men. No man of common sense 
would consult a blacksmith with respect 
to the mechanism of a watch, neither 
would he ask the watchmaker's opinion 
as to the best method of shoeing a horse. 
Sanitary engineering is a science about 
which the ordinary citizens can be ex- 
pected to know little or nothing, lie 
hears one man expatiate on the advan- 
tages of the combined system, and 
another descant on the superior- 
ity of the separate system, and still 
another holding forth on the cheapness 
and the effectiveness of Dr. NichoH's 
system, but not having studied the sub- 
ject and knowing very little more 
of the principles of city drainage 
than he does of jurisprudence, be 
is altogether unable to decide 
on the merits of the different systems. 
If he realizes bow little be does know 
he must admit that it would be folly for 
him to attempt to decide, and that the 
selection must be left with those who 
have given their attention to the sub- 
ject anil are in a position to know w hich 
system is best suited to the circuni 
stances of the city. He finds that hi 
will have to trust some one, and tin 

Question is whom shall he trust! Al 

most every one who undertakes to ail 
vise him lias some interest of his own or 
of a friend lo serve. The mass of tb 
who undertake to pass an opinion on 
subject know no more than he does, e 
when he realizes this he will know how 
much weight to attach to the opinions 
which they utter with suoh confidence. 

If the ratepayers delay voting for a 
loan by-law until a sewer system is pro 
posed that every one considers good and 
that no one denounces as antiquated or 
expensive, tho city will not ho drained 
as long as grass grows ir Water runs. 
There will always be objectors, and 
their objections will sound reasonable to 
some people. It is with cons- 
tructing the sewers as il is 
Willi building a house. If a man 
deferred building a house until he bad 
obtained a plan that none of his friends 
could find fault with, he would die of 
old age before ho could lay his bands on 
this perfect plan. But tho wise man, 
when he wants a house, builds it roly- 
ing upon his own and the architect's 
judgment. It may not be a perfect 

house. It may not bo us convenient as 

the skill of men could make it, and the 
fastidious may bo able to find many 
faults With it, but t he house suits him 
and iie and bis family live in it quite 
comfortably, 

The ratepayers will have to proceed 
in this common sense way with the con- 

StrUOtioil i if sewers. 



iB not absolutely shelterless needs a 
house worse than this city needs drains. 
It lias long sufftrrod for want of 
them ; it is now suffering ; and it 
will suffer still more in the future. The 
construction of tho sowers 1ms now been 
under consideration for years. The 
work has been postponed time after time. 
Tho faultfinders are as numerous as they 
wero three years ago. Will it not be 
well then to take the bull by tho horns 
and vote for the by-law to-day? 

It is a reproach to Victoria that it 
has been so long without drainage. 
Uvery intelligent man in the city knows 
that it ought to bo drained, and that it 
is his duty to do his sbaro towards hav- 
ing the sewers constructed. This is not 
a mere theoretical question that we can 
afford to discuss at our ease without 
curing vory much whether anything 
conies of the discussion or not. It is a 
practical question of tho most sorious 
nature. The health of the ratepayers 
themselves, and of their wives and 
children to a greater extent than moat 
have any idea of, doponds on tho issue of 
to-day's voting. There are many cuses of 
Koriotis illness in this city, there are 
many young persons with delicate con- 
stitutions, we see funerals pass our 
doors every duy. We wish there was 
some brave man who possessed the 
equisito knowledge who would tell the 
people how much of this illness, this 
telicacy of constitution, and how many 
of these deaths aro owing to the want 
of proper drainage, lie, if he told the 
whole truth, would shock and grieve 
many, but it is necessary that the 
people should be shocked and grieved. 
To allow the city to remain undruincd 
is to incur a fearful responsibility. But 
if tho citizens act courageously and 
energetically to-day they will not only 
do their duty to themselves and to their 
families us regards the preservation of 
the public health, but they will add very 
materially to the pecuniary value of 
their property. 



THE AMERICAN NAVY. 

We have seen that the United States 
army is very small, indeed, hardly 
large enough for even police purposes in 
any but the most contented and law 
abiding of nations, and altogether inade 
quate for purposes of defense. An army 
of 26,000 men of all ranks, maintained 
at an expense of §.'11,000,000, would, in 
no other quarter of the world, be 
deemed sufficient for the requirements 
of a country having sixty-five millions 
of inhabitants. 

We see by the report of the Secretary 
of the Navy that the United States 
licet is as small in proportion to its terri- 
tory and its population as its army. 
The report says : 

"The effective force of the Uniter 
States navy, when all the ships now 
authorized are completed, excludin 
those which by tho process of decay am 
the operation of the law will by that 
date have been condemned, will com 
prise 1 1 armored vessels, of which there 
are only three designed for fightin 
sea, and 31 unarmored vessels, making 
a total of 4'2." 

So much has been said of late about 
rebuilding the United States navy that 
our readers will be surprise at the 
beggarly account of lighting ships given 
by the Secretary of the Navy. It may 
be said that for the purposes either of 
defense or offense the United States has 
no navy at all. When the very small 
tluet of our neighbors is compared with 
the Heels of the great powers of Europe 
it appears to be utterly insignificant. 
England has 70 armored 
France 57, Russia 49, Germany 40, 
Holland 24, Italy 15. When the 
size of the ships and their armament 
of these European navies are compared 
with Lhose of the navy of the United 
States the disproportion is even greater. 
ISven with regard to unarmored ships 
the United States is vory far behind 
any ot either the first or the socond 
class powers, (beat Britain has 291 
unarmored ships, France 203, Russia 
1 Hi, Germany 05. 

The Secretary of _the Navy deplores 
the weakness of the navy of the Repul 
lie und the defenceless condition of her 
coasts and harbors. He says that with 
all the additions authorized by the 
legislature of the last seven years the 
United States "will be absolutely at the 
mercy of states having less than one- 
tenth of ils population, one-thirtieth of 
its wealth and one-hundredth of its 
area." lie puts the helpless condition 
of the country in a stronger light still 
when he says : 

"A coastline of 1:5,000 miles upon 
which are situated more than twenty 
great centres of population, wealth and 
omiuerciiil activity, wholly unprotect- 
d against modern weapons, affords an 
inviting object of attack, with a wide 
range of choice as to the points to be 
selected. Any one of the powers named 
could, without serious difficulty, even 
after the completion of our licet as now 
authorized, secure in a single raid upon 
our coast , an amount of money sufficient, 
to meet the expenses of a naval war; an 
imouilt, one-half of which, if judiciously 
iXpended over a series of years, would 
ie sufficient to afford this country a 
guaranty of perpetual peace." 

The Secretary insists strongly upon 
the necessity of increasing the naval 
strength of the United States. iie 
argues that the expense of tho neces- 
sary additions would not be a large pre- 
mium for the insurance of the property 
now in danger. He speaks in high 
terms of the eight new cruisers, the 

Chicago, Host Atlantic and Dolphin, 

contracted for in 1883, and the Balti- 
more, Charleston. STorktown and Petrel, 
contracted lor in 1880 and 1887, 
both as regards their construction and 
their speed. The lirst three of the last 
four are fast cruisers, equal to vessels of 
the same class and tonnage belonging 
to any nation. These cruisers, effective 
as they might be in case of war, to scour 
tho seas in search of the merchant ships 
of I he enemy, would be of little use in 
defensive wiirfare. The nation, he 



combined with modorato draft. There 
uro eight vessels of thia type now under 
construction in the United States. 

To build those forty vossela will put 
a strain on the energy and enterprise of 
American builders. The Secretary says: 
"Unless the existing yards, public and 
private, aro enlarged and restocked 
with plant, not more than eight could 
bo built at ouo time, and the construc- 
tion of the others would huvo to wait 
for tho launching of tho first. Using 
the utmost promptness the ships most 
essential to efficient protoction could 
not bo supplied in less than twelve or 
fifteen years." This shows the ignor- 
ance and the folly of those who think 
that tho United States could during a 
war muko herself formidable as a naval 
powor. When, with all hor resources 
strained to the utmost, in a time of pro- 
found peaoo it will take her twelve or 
fifteen years to build what would iu 
Europe be considered a moderate Hook, 
what could sho do iu time of war when 
her dockyards would bo exposed to at- 
tack ? 

It will bo intorosting to see what ef- 
fect the representations of the Secretary 
of tho Navy will have on Congress. 
Tho whole exponso of the United States 
navy, including nearly four millions for 
increase of navy, is estimatod at §25,- 
599,253. If tho Secretary s recommend- 
ations are adopted the expense to the 
uation will be very greatly increased, 
and that permanently, for the forty new 
vessels ,will require much more to be 
kopt in an effective condition than tho 
forty-two Bhips of all kinds which now 
form tho United States navy. What 
will be done is hard to say, for Brother 
Jonathan, like John Bull, is at Hums 
parsimonious when ho should bo liberal, 
and oxtravagant when he ought to bo 
economical. 



EDITOR! A L COMMENTS. 

Last year the enormous number of 
77,073,000 fry wero hatched in the Do- 
minion hatcheries. Thoso were classed 
as follows : 

Atlantic Salmon 7,240,000 

Pacific Salmon 4,414,000 

bake Salmon Trout 3, 129,000 

Lake Whitelish 37,820,000 

bake Pickerel 25,000,000 

Speckled Trout 70,000 

It is said that the cultivation of sal- 
mon on tho Atlantic side has not been 
productive of results that are entirely 
satisfactory. What have been tho re- 
sults on this side of the continent of the 
artificial propagation no one can tell 
with any degree of certainty, but the 
work is being done hopefully. It is ex- 
pected that it will be the means of keep- 
ing up the supply. In the lakes the re- 
sults have been encouraging, Since the 
hatcheries have been established the 
catch has very considerably increased. 
In I SS5 the Ontario fishermen caught 
2,867,500 pounds of whitofish, in 1880, 
3,104,220 pounds; iu I8S7, 3,914,156 
pounds; in 1888, 0,1.14,244 pounds. This 
is pretty strong evidence that the cul- 
ture of the whitelish at any rate has 
been successful.

They 
began work on the claim on October (i, 
and have been doing development work 
until a week ago when snow necessi- 
tated a cessation of operations. It is 
the intention of (he owners to return in 
the spring and with increased capital 
open up the mine properly. The ore 
lead is :>0 feet wide, and assays all the 
way, from $4 to $150 in gold per ton, 
and up to SIS in silver. The claim be- 
ing on the lake shore makes it conveni- 
ent lor shipment, anil the ore can he 
dumped on the shore when mined. Mr. 
Covey has located the extension of the 
same ledge.

KOOTENAY LAKH. 

The present appearance of the camp 
is extremely promising. No. 1 has sunk

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BY-LAW, 

Grunting the right and privilege of 
erecting, constructing, maintaining 
and operating a District Telegraph 
System in the City of Victoria, 
Province of British Columbia, to 
the undermentioned persona or their 
assigns. 

Bk it ENACTED, by the Mayorand Council 
of the Corporation of tho City of Victoria, 
as follows :- 

Seel ion 1.— That F. F. Clark. C. G. Perkins 
and J. F. Mclntyro.of PortTowhsond.W.T., 
md F. (i. Richards, Jr., of Victoria'; Prov- 
ince of British Columbia, and their assigns, 
hereinafter called "grantees," be and they 
hereby are granted for the period of 50 
years, the right and privilege of creeling, 
constructing, maintaining, and operating 
and using in, along, and over and under 
any and all tho streets of the City of 
Victoria, what is known as the District 
Telegraph System. 

Section 2.— The said grantees shall have 
the right to and shall erect the poles and 
Stretch tho wires of their said Telegraph 
System so as not to interfere with the free 
and unobstructed uso of the streets for 
travel, and shall erect tho poles of their 
telegraph at such points in tho streets and 
place the wires of their telegraph at such 
points and at. such height; as shnll he desig- 
nated by tho street committee of said city. 
Said poles shall bo dressed and painted in 
a neat, and satisfactory mannor nnd shall 
not be less than thirty (:«)) feet in height 
and properly proportioned throughout, 
subject to the direction and control of the 
committee on street Improvements of said 
oity. 

Section 3.— That whenever it shall be 
conn; necessary for the erection or repair 
of such telegraph for said grantees to dig 
into or in any manner interfere with any 
public street or any part thereof, the 
grantees and their assigns shall have tlio 
right so to do, and shall without delay put 
the street in as good condition as it was 
before it was so broken up, dug or disturbed, 
and shall remove from the street all surplus 
sand, earth, rubbish or other material 
caused thereby. 

Section i.— That whenever any person or 
persons, company or corporation, shall 
have obtained permission of tho committee 
on streets and public property to remove 
nny building, structure or edilice through 
any street or streets of said city of Vleto- 
with which tho lines or wires of the 
grantees shall in any manner interfere, the 
said grantees shall, upon twenty four hours 
otiee from such person or persons, cem- 
any or corporation, raise or remove said 
nes or wires so as to allow free and unob- 
structed passage of any such building, 
structure or edilice, and if tho said grantees 
shall neglect or refuse upon such notice to 
remove or raise such line or linos, said line 
or lines shall be removed or raised by the 
street commissioner at the expense of said 
grantees so as to admit of tho free passage 
oil building or other edilice or struc 
lure. 

Section f). — That whenever it shall be 

icessary in grading any street or alloy of 
said city, or in building any sidewalk, or 

inking any other improvement thereon, 
to remove any pole or polos belonging to 
said grant cos, or on which any line orliues, 
wire or wires, belonging to said grantees 
shall be stretched or fastened, the said 
grantees shall, upon receiving twenty-four 
hours notice from the contractor, or Other 
person having charge of such grading or 
other Improvement, remove such pole or 
poles, and if said grantees upon such notice 
shall neglect or refuse to move such pole 
or poles, then such pole or poles shall be 
removed by the Btreet commissioner at tho 
expense of said grantees. 

Section (i.— That it shall be unlawful for 
any person unle-is authorised by said 
grantees to interfere, meddle with, injure 
or remove any of the telegraph poles, wires, 
boxes or apparatus belonging or appertain- 
ing to said telegraph system. Provided, 
however, that the poles nnd other appara- 
tus of said grantees may bo removed in the 
manner provided in Section S hereof. 

Section 7.— That t he said grantees here- 
by agree and covenant to indemnify the 
Corporation ot the City of Victoria from 
any injury arising from or nuy casually or 
accident to person or property by reason of 
any neglect or omission to keep said poles 
and wires in a safe condition, and for nil 
valid claims against said city for damage 
caused by said poles or wires, or by any

AGREEMENT WITH PICKERING. 

Provisions of the Contract iu Event of the 
By-Law Carrying. 

Tho contract entered into between the 
council and Mr. Pickering, which in- 
cludes tho report of the sewerage com- 
mittee, is too lengthy to be given in full, 
, 'but WO append al) the important features. 
The agreement sets forth the desire of the 
city to secure sewerage and to retain 
the services of an engineer, the terms of 
the contract being those recommended 
by the committee, which appear below. 
It concludes: 

Tho city agrees to remunerate said en- 
gineera as set forth in said report pro- 
vided always that thia agreement shall 
bo null xinl void in the event of the 
ratepayers of said city not assenting to 
the expenditure of money proposed to he 
made in the construction of said system 
of sewerage. Payments to be made to 
the engineers from time to time as the 
works proceed proportionately accord- 
ing to the amounts the contractor is 
duly entitled from time to time to re- 
ceive. 

In witness whereof the parties here- 
unto set their hands and seals the day 
and year first above written.

Inspecting materials at different 
points in England previous to shipment, 
by contractor; supplying further copies 
of drawings, and .some original detail 
and general direction to contractor, and 
correspondence. 

Vciir conmiitUoaruof the opinion that 
it would be advisable to appoint a coin- 
mission of three paid members (at SIC 
for each sitting) with city clerk as sec- 
retary of said commission, under whom 
the work shall be curried out to com- 
pletion. 

(.•).) That the commission meet not less 
than once every month. That the 
names ol the commission be set out in 
Loan by law. 

(4.) That the secretary notify said 
commission, if again rennired, during 
any month, or as often as required 

(8.) That a commission of 5 per cent, 
bo paid to Messrs, Pickering A Cromp- 
ton for carrying out and superintending 
the work, in accord unce with memo, 
furnished above, has our approval. 
^ Referring to Messrs. Pickering k 

Crompton's letter of September, lSHf>, 
as follows: "That if your Council 
should eventually honor ns with the 

further duty of directing the execution, 

wo would make a journey and see the 
works well in hand, mid afterwards 
make a journey and see them coin 
pleted, and all accounts squared up, for 

the ooinmlalon of £fj per centum of the

the council to pay the salary of a resi- 
dent iuapoutor nominated by us, ami if 
necessary the wages of an urtificer In- 
spector to assisl in the direction of the 
works.

council bind themselves to appoint the 
«a:.i Pickering & Crompton, engineers, 
ailu in the event of Bald Loan Drainage 
by-law not receiving the sanction of the 

ratepavers said memo of agreement to 
be null and void.

Following 
are the positions of the boxes: Corner 
of Sinicoe and St. Lawerence, Montreal 
and Kingston, Kingston street lire hull, 
Michigan and Oswego, Menzios and 
Siineoe, Birdcage Walk anil Superior, 
Humboldt and Rupert, Douglas anil 
Humboldt, Wharf and Yates, Fort and 
Government, Johnson ami Government, 
Government and Pisgard, Broad and 

Johnson, Yates and Brood, Douglas and 
Discovery, Hhniohard and Pioneer, Pan- 
dora near Quadra, Fort mid Quadra, 
Vancouver and Burdett, Yates and 
Cook, Chatham and Cook, Spring Ridge, 
Fort and Moss, Bridge and John, Kings 
and Second, at the junction of Govern- 
ment and Douglas. The koya to the 
boxes will be kept in neighboring homes 
audthu boxes be locked and after nil 
alarm has been rung the key will be 
locked in the box until the chief comes 
anil takes it out.

Warren v. Boscowitz — This was an 
interpleader issue to try whether tho 
business plant, stock of coal, and elTecta 
of the James Ray coal yard, and also 
the furniture and effects in the dwelling 
house occupied by Capt. Warren and 
wife, were the separate property of the 
wife as against Mr. Roseowitz, wdio 
held a judgment against Capt. Warren 
for $64,000 upon which the sheriff had 
sei/.ed the property in question. 

Upon the case being called, Mr. YV. 
J. Taylor, wdio appeared as counsel for 
Mrs. Warren, said that he had a pro- 
posalto make which he understood was ac- 
ceptable to,tho othersideand which would 
avoid tho trial about to be proceeded 
with. His proposal was that Mrs. 
Warren should abandon her claim to 
the coal yard property, or rather to 
the proceeds of tho same, as 
the property had been sold by the 
sheriff, upon the condition of Mr. Ros- 
eowitz giving up his claim to the house- 
hold furniture. If this course was 
adopted his client Adshod an enquiry 
whether anything remained due to Mr. 
Boscowitz upon his judgment; it being 
Capt. Warren's contention that the 
dealings between him and Mr. Bosco- 
witz hud satisfied the judgment. 

The Attorney-General, who appeared 
for Mr. Boscowitz, was quite willing to 
relinquish the claim to the household 
furniture, and read a letter witten by 
Mr. Moseowitz's solicitor on the 8th 
February last offering then to give up 
the furniture, but which oiler had been 
declined. In assenting to the arrange- 
ment now proposed, Mr. Boscowitz was 
entitled to the costs of the proceedings. 

The Chief Justice remarked that as 
to the proposed account between Capt. 
Warren and Mr. Boscowitz, that could 
not he ordered in this proceeding, 
which was simply to try the right of 
property. 

Mr. Attorney produced an order of 
court, dated 4th of March last, directing 
the very enquiry now asked, and which 
order had been made upon an applica- 
tion by Captain Warren to stay execu- 
tion on the ground that the judgment 
had beon satisfied, and another order of 
court had been made, dated 8th of 
March, dismissing the motion to stay 
execution. 

The Chief Justice thought that the 
enquiry as to the state of the account 
could still be had, under the order of 
the 4th of March, notwithstanding the 
dismissal of the application to stay exe- 
cution. 

The Attorney-General said that Mr. 
Boscowitz was quite willing to enter 
into the enquiry, and had already fur- 
nished his accounts. 

His lordship, as to the interpleader 
issue, gave judgment according to the 
terms arrived at, with costs against 
Mrs. Warren, subsequent to the 8th 
February. Mr. Boscowitz to be at lib- 
erty to take the proceeds of the sheriff's 
sale out of the court. 

Regarding the enquiry whether Mr. 
BoSCOwitz's judgment had been satisfied 
his lordship directed that matter t<> be 
proceeded with under the order of the 
4th March on Thursday the 12th 
December next. 

Before Mr. Justice Drake. 

Priest v. Kasson. — This was a suit to 
try the title to a mineral claim situated 
on Texada Island, which the plaintiff 
claimed to have located on the Kith Jan- 
uary in tho present year under the 
name of the "Surprise," and which the 
defendent alleged that he had staked 
oil' on the tenth of the same month by 
the name of the "Caledonian." 

The case lasted all of the day, much 
conflicting evidence being adduced. 

Postponement of the further hearing 
until Wednesday was finally arrived at, 
so as to permit of the attendance of Mr. 
Marshal Bray, the Nanaimo mining 
recorder, as a witness, who was unable 
to attend before on account of the 
Xanaimo assizes. Mr. Charles Wilson 
appeared for the plaintiff, and Mr. 
Bodwell for the defendant. 



SMUGGLING NAVAL CLOTH. 

LarKc Quantities of Cloth from the War 
Ships Disposed of In Victoria— A 
Quantity of the Goods Seized. 

Complaint having been made to the 
Customs authorities that quantities of 
the cloth used by the men of the ships 
of war was for sale in the shops in cer- 
tain of our streets, and that the cloth 
was also being sold to individuals for 
the purpose of being made up by the 
merchant tailors, Inspector Young and 
Surveyor Milne yesterday made a 
friendly call on all the establishments 
mentioned. The result was that quite 
a number of pieces of the cloth and serge 
were removed to the customs house. It 
is now in order for the persons in whose 
possession the cloth was fouud to ex- 
plain how they came by it. 

This move has been in the interests of 
the importer and the honest trader, 
quite as much us in the interest of the 
revenue, as it has been found that the 
sale of cloth properly imported and en- 
tered had been very much interfered 
with. 

It is not known in what manner the 
goods are brought from tho vessels to 
the dealers, but it is believed that those 
in the navy who have been the trans- 
gressors have a go-between. The mut- 
ter is Vicing carefully enquired into and 
the guilty parties will be brought to ac- 
count.

For a few minutes 
Paine appeared to bo a sure winner, 
McLean paddling a snake-fence course 
and plunging wildly, while his friends 
accepted bets on all sides. At the 
railway bridge Maine had u two-length 
load, but as soon as it was passed Mc- 
Lean settled down to business, taking a 
direct line for Point Ellioe bridge and 
paddling in shore to escupe the current. 
The crowd at once named the Westmin- 
ster man winner of the race, but after 
he had passed Paine the hitter's friends 
claim that he deliberately fouled, pass- 
ing into the Victorian's water and stop- 
ping his course. McLean camo in win- 
ner by about two lengths, but the race 
was awarded to Paine on the fouls com- 
plained of. 

Later the judges reconsidered their 
decision ami awarded that the stakes 
should be returned to the depositors, 
and all bets should be declared off, 

The race which was to come of yester- 
day between McLean and the Law Mro- 
thers did not lake place, the latter 
backing out. 

McLean has issued a challenge to row 
any man in llritish Columbia a three- 
mile race for $")(!() iu outrigged skill's.
